NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP).—

We im- 
ported 200 tanks, but we sent 
abroad 3000.”

“T hear it said that Britain sits 
behind three and a half-million 
bayonets in her island fortress and 
leaves the fighting to her friends. 

“Two million of those soldiers 
are home guards ‘whose full-time 
work is in war industries. The 
other million and a half have got 
to defend something like 3000 miles 
of coasts and 90,000 square miles 
inside them. 

“Certainly, I do not think that 
the idea of the British Isles be- 
ing over-insured is one that would 
be accepted by any responsible 
military opinion.”

O one, 1 believe, ‘can appre- 

-Clate the President's address 

on Monday night if he merely 
heard it by radio. It has to be 
read several times, and’ pondered 
not only with an understanding of 
what he said but of a realization 
of what he could not gay. 

Then we shall remember what 
in our effort.to induce him to cor- 
rect his failings as an administra- 
tor we must néver forget; that he 
knows more about this gigantic 
war than any other man in public 
or private life. He understood this 
war long before his fellow coun- 

en. He sees it today more 
objectively than his fellow coun- 
trymen. . Almost ceftainly he now 
sees farther into the future. If 
only his administrative conduct 
of the war can be made equal to 
his insight, al} will in the end be 


well, 
] things must be borne in mind. 

One is that he refrained from 
making it as clear as he might 
have made it, if he were not the 
President, that for four years he 
tried in vain to persuade the 
people to let him take preventiye 
measures against the situation in 
which we now find ourselves. 
There is no slightest doubt that 
if he had been followed and en- 
couraged rather than resisted and 
obstructed from the time of the 
“quarantine” speech in 1937 
through the long debate over the 
neutrality act, lease-lend and the 
Atlantic patrol, the situation today 
would be radically different and 
radically better. Mr. Roosevelt, 
like Mr. Churchill, is a statesman 
called on to remedy disasters 
which his countrymen refused to 
let him prevent. If now we have

in 1941, we refused to follow him

For the simple fact is that, while all these Jap? 
anese conquests have been in progress, American 
forces and their allies have been getting In some 
solid. damaging blows. It “is true they have not 
stopped the Japs, but they. have slowed up the Japs’ 
progress. And they have taken a heavy toll of 
Japanese warships, planes and men. 

In the battle now raging around Bali, American 
and Dutch forces have sunk or damaged numerous 
Japanese transports and fighting ships. In yester- 
day’s fighting, four enemy vessels were torpedoed 
by American submarines, and the total losses thus 
far are described as “tremendous.” 

In many respects, this engagement is duplicating 
the Battle of Macassar Strait of three weeks ago. 
In the prolonged fight, between 38 and 46 Jap naval 
craft were sunk or damaged by the Dutch and Ameri- 
cans, and an estimated 25,000 Jap troops perished. 

In the Associated Press compilation published to- 
day, the estimated total of Jap ships sunk, probably 
sunk or damaged is given as at least %22. 

Ali this has not stopped the. Japanese, it is true. 
Any attempt to ballyhoo these things into decisive 
victories would be childish. But there is one point 
too easily overlooked: the fact that every Jap war- 
ship sunk now means one less warship that our 
forces must meet when we rally our strength to take 
the offensive and challenge Japan to a showdown. 

Every aircraft carrier destroyed now means one 
aireraft carrier less to: contend with at the zero 
hour. Every transport sunk now means that much 
reduction in the Japs’ ability to spread their con- 
quests, and removes that many men from the de- 
cisive battle to come. Every warship damaged means 
time Jost in repairs in Japanese shipyards, whose 
facilities must be severely cramped by this time. 

The heroic stand of Gen. MacArthur on Bataan 
Peninsula is more than wasted gallantry. It is of 
high military importance, though this may be for- 
gotten. His forces are now being besieged by some 
200,000 Jap troops, considerable naval forces and 
many planes. These cannot be used elsewhere 
while MacArthur and his men hold out. 

We must be realistic about the perilous state of the 
Pacific war, but we must not forget what President 
Roosevelt said: “We are taking a heavy toll of the 
enemy every day that goes by.” Our forces are now 
beginning to arrive.on-the Java front. Our Navy 
gave an excellent exhibition of its striking power in 
the recent destructive raids on Japanese bases in the 
Gilbert and Marshall islands. Our vast production 
program of planes, tanks, guns and ships is keeping 
up with the high goal set by President Roosevelt. 
And every loss we can now inflict will mean some- 
thing when the day of reckoning comes. 

America’s. steel-manufacturing capacity is 90,000,- 
000 tons a year; Japan’s is only 7,100,000 tons. There 
is a fact that should mean far more in the long run 
than the present Japanese victories. 

to inflict losses on the Japs, if we can keep on 
harassing and delaying their forces, if we can have 
the uninterrupted production for which Mr. Roose- 
velt appealed, a long-range view of the future need 
not be so black as the pessimists paint it. 

The prospect isn’t rosy, but our side has been get- 
ting in some good licks—and there are more to come.

RIVERMEN TO REGISTER 
KS WARTIME MEASURE 


Owners, Operators and Employes 
of Boats Must Fill Out Coast 

* Guard Forms. 

Owners, operators and émployes 
on boats which ply the inland riv- 
ers are: to be registered with the 
Coast Guard as-a wartime protec- 
tive measure. 

Registration ig not required. in 
the case of boats less than 16 feet 
long, a regulation which. excludes 
the small canoes and flatbottomed 
row boats commonly used by fish- 
ermen. 

Each registrant must provide’ 
three pictures of himself, two 2% 
inches by 3 inches, and one 1% 
inches square. His fingerprints 
and a personal description will ap- 
pear on the registration card. 
There is no fee for registration, 
no deadline has yet been fixed, and 
the penalties for non-compliance, 
which may be invoked under the 
Anti-sabotage Act of 1917, have 
not been announced. 

Boatmen in this vicinity. may 
register at the Coast Guard office 
in the old Federal Building. Else- 
where the Coast Guard has field 
men traveling along the course of 
the rivers to accept registrations.

- WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. 


FEW -days ago this column 
commented on the injustice of 
the Government’s “freezing” in 

the 40,000 dealers’ hands some 300 
odd thousands of new cars and 
light trucks which. they held for 
sale to their customers. 

Now comes OPA with a plan to 
let the dealers sell 43 per cent of 
their cars in equal monthly quotas 
spread over three months. They 
must apparently hold the other 57 
per cent and spread their sale over 
the rest of the year. 

This “liberal”. ration, the an- 
nouncement says, is to provide a 
small reserve for the convenience 
of Government and to “cushion the 
terrible impact of the sudden stop- 
page on automobile dealers.” 

That is almost like adding a 
taunt to an injury. Very few 
dealers pay for their whole stock 
in cash. A lot of it is. continuously 
in hock to a. finance company On 
a “floor plan,” usually on short 
term credit. Almost every sale is 
accomplished by a “trade in” and 
a considerable part of the dealers’ 
investment is tied up in ‘used cars. 
They are also partly frozen.

MOVING JAPANESE 
FROM SAN DIEGO 


Assistant Federal Agent 
Asserts He Has Word 


They Will Be Sent ‘East 
of the Sierra.’ 


SAN DIEGO, Cal. Feb. 27 (AP). 
— report that Japanese residents 
in this military sector are to be 
sent “somewhere east of the Sier- 
ra” came from the United States 
Attorney’s office, stirring talk anew 
today of the ultimate disposal of 
California’s 93,000 Japanese, 33,000 
of whom are aliens. . 

Norman Neukom, Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney, said he was 


told authoritatively that evacua- 
tion orders were being drawn up, 
affecting the American-born sec- 
ond generation as well as alien 
Japanese in San Diego County. : 

Such removal orders would be 
made by the Army under authority 
recently given by President Roose- 
velt to set up military zones from 
which military authorities could 
exclude anyone. 

Complete evacuation of Japanese 
from California has been 
increasingly in numerous quarters 
since the submarine shelling of the 
Santa Barbara coastline area and 
the anti-aircraft fire at Los An- 
geles on- unidentified planes. 

Neukom’s statement came after 
new arrests by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation yesterday of 
California Japanese. 

Other developments included the 
testimony before the Tolan con- 
gressional committee at Portland, 
Ore., of Mayor Earl Riley of Port- 
land asking the evacuation of all 
Japanese from the Pacific Coast to 
the east side of the Rocky Moun- 
tains; and the demand by Califor- 
nia agriculturists at a’ State Sen- 
ate Committee hearing at Fresno, 
Cal., that the Federal authorities 
“make a decision now” on the Jap- 
anese removals because of farm 
labor difficulties.

OMEN who have been plan-

The Symbols vo and 12MO, 

They are not as often as 
they were; in fact, they are an- 
achronistic trade terms whose 
survival serves mainly to remind 
us of a time when books, not to 
Say paper, were made by hand. 
Those were the days when symbols 
like 4to, 8vo and 12mo had a 
literal significance; it was nomen- 
clature which enabled one to judge 
the dimension of a book from the 
number of times the sheet was 
folded, for the size of the sheet 
was uniform. 
This would be indicated by the 
use of hybrid abbreviations of the 
terms, quarto in 4, for example, 
being symbolized* by 4to; octavo 
in eight, represented by 8vo; duo- 
decimo in 12, indicated by 12mo;

Thus, a book called a folio was 
one whose sheets were folded only 
once to make two leaves and four 
pages; a quarto would be dimen-
